Referring to claims 1-7 and 8-12, none of the prior art discloses using a port of an 
ITM card of a source VIP gateway when calling a number, using an access code of an 
ITM card of a destination VIP gateway to receive the call, and adding a trunk access 
code matching the ITM access code to the inputted telephone number to form an 
augmented number.
